We threw away 
our extra gas tank, pttt our tools, 
which were In the wooden box, on our 
right running board under the back 
seat, threw the wooden box into the 
ditch and roped the trunk on the 
right side, we made the drive slowly 
into Salt Lake City, getting there at 
1-00 o'clock. We left on *h* way a 
sack of camping utensils and some 
canned goods, as well as a bundle'Of 
three suits ot clothes. 
We drove 


back 12 miles but found neither, but 
left word with several people. 


We went to work with two good 


mechanics and by Monday night wa 
had the car in good order, with frame 
welded, radiator soldered, a new gear 
to and all the other various things 
attended to. In the meantime I had 
been to visit the great Mormon taber- 
nacle. Fort Douglass and various 
sights to see about town. I will also 
state that a car found our sack of 
utensils and another man brought In 
our bundle of clothes, and after all, 
we had pretty good luck. 


Tuesday morning we left Salt Lake 


and heading tor Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
drove to Ogden, 37 miles, but got 
onto a bunch of nails and had lots 
of tire trouble, and only made 100.2 
miles that day, camping 32 miles out 
of 
Bvanston, Wyoming, at 
8:00 


o'clock. We thought we could drive 
into town for breakfast, but tube aJ- 
ter tube went down so that we did 
not get to Evanuton until 2:00 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and In a terrible 
hail and rain storm. Eating breakfast, 
dinner and supper in one meal, we 
spent two hours vulcanizing tuhw 
and then left, but *ere was BO much 
delay we only made 101 miles. The 
next night found us at Granger, Wyo- 
ming, having covered 140 miles. The 
next day we started again and when 
out of Green River four miles a ma-
